Production and Reproduction seem 
to hold places of about equal impor- 
tance in estimating the greatness of a 
dairy cow. Superior production with- 
out the ability to reproduce this qual- 
ity in the offspring ends with the 
individual. Without the ability to 
produce in a marked degree the abil- 
ity to reproduce means continued me- 
diocrity. 

It is more or less generally held 
that the qualities of the dam are 
transmitted through her male off- 
spring, while the qualities of the sire 
are transmitted through his daugh- 
ters. Some time ago we presented 
two examples ‘in which the dams 
seemel to be markedly prepotent 
-through their daughters. It will be 
remembered that these two cows were 
Prilly and Blanche Lyons. 

While this: quality of prepotency 
of the dam through her female off- 
spring is by no means so rare as the 
above quoted rule might imply, we 
have selected only instances in which 
this prepotency seems to be a domi- 
nant character. We think the records 
show that Lady Wayne Boon must 
come in this class and be ranked with 
Prilly and Blanche Lyons. 

Lady Wayne Boon was bred by W. 
D. Robens of Poland, N. Y., and is 
still owned by him.

BUILDING UP A HIGH-PRODUCING 
DAIRY HERD 
[Address by Vice-President Ed Cary 
before the Oregon Dairymen’s 
Association. ] 
Iw building up a dairy herd. there 
are two things to consider—feed and 





breed; or some may say breed and 
feed. 

There has been so much said about 
feed by our able staff at the agri- 
cultural college that I will speak 
principally on breeding. 

There are two ways to build up a 
dairy herd: One by buying a herd 
and one by breeding up what we 
have. The first thing one should do 
is to decide which one of the dairy 
breeds he wishes to breed up, or 
start with, as the breed you think 
the most of is the breed you will 
succeed in. You should be your

Some will say: “I cannot afford a 
registered bull at first, for I only 
have a grade herd.” Here is where 
the mistake is made. A gecod sire 
with large milk and butter records 
in his pedigree, and a strong consti- 
tution with good individuality, will 





do more in building up a herd than 
several sires with only color. There 
are exceptions in all cases. Some- 
times a bull without any records will 
be a great sire. He may be a de- 
scendant from a high-producing fsm- 





ily that has not had any out crosses,

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Then you will hear of some bull 
without any records getting some 
great producers. (I have seen that). 
What did that same sire have to re- 
produce, when you look at the dams 
of his daughters? Was his offspring 
an improvement over their dams? 
If not, what credit does he deserve? 

It is the sire that improves his off- 
spring over their mothers that we 
want bulls from and not from sires 
that are only holding their own. You 
ezjanot get bulls that can be de- 
pended on from dams that do not 
have yearly .authenticated records. 
You should get a bull that has a line 
of producing _ ancestors. See _ that 
they are for several generations, or 
that he has numerous ancestors close 
up in his pedigree and line bred. 
See that his dam has a number of 
producers or producing sisters—and 
it is better if she has some tested 
daughters, as some cows will give 
50 pounds of milk and be compara- 
tively dry in six months. It is the 
cow that finishes a year’s test still 
making from 1 to 1% pounds of fat 
per day and drops a calf within two 
to three months that counts. 

We must be patient and not ex- 
pect too much at once. We should 
have reason but not be too close on 
the bull proposition, as that is what 
builds our herds up. We had bet- 
ter exert ourselves a little and pay a 
good price for a bull and get what 


the price and have the change left. 

Testing is the only method we 
have to ascertain what we are doing. 
There is not a dairyman or breeder 
who cannot afford to test. If he is 
a dairyman and not close to a testing 
association he should run a private 
test. If he is a breeder of registered 
stock he should run authenticated 
tests, if possible. You wilf make 
enough more to pay for the testing 
besides knowing which cows are 
doing the best and are able to turn 
off the unprofitable sires. No cow 
or heifer should be kept that can- 
not meet the requirements, grade or 
registered. If you are a breeder it 
is the more interesting. It is like a 
trotting race—you know what every 
breeder is doing in your locality, 
and every heat you are going one 
better. 

After we start to build up our herd 
we should always be careful and 
line breed. We should always get a 
sire of which some of the former 
ancestors appear in his pedigree 
two or three times not more than 
three or four’ generations back. 
Don’t sell a tried bull to the butcher 
if he has proven a good one; let 
some one have him so you can get 
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him back. There have been bulls 
sold to butchers that would be worth 
thousands if alive. 

Some will say to not inbreed. If I 
were to take inbreeding out of my 
herd, I would not have more than 
12% to 25 per cent left. There are 
extremes in all cases, and we should 
have judgment with it. 

If we are starting a registered herd 
we should have our cows and bulls 
line bred. In getting our females 
‘we should get them as near as pos- 
sible from one family, with same 
conformation and color. Some will 
say don’t be a color fad. If your 
herd is all of one type and color, 
and just as good producers as the 
other breeder’s, which herd causes 
the most attraction? The offspring 
from such a herd is more likely to 
be uniform both in production and 
conformation. Whereas, if your 
cows are bought here and there, of 
different families and different con- 
formation and type, your bull will 
mill mix with some and probably 
not with others. You will find it 
will be more satisfactory to line breed 
than otherwise.

Keep up your testing associations. 
Feed your cows and young stock 
liberally. Keep them in the barn 
nights when it is cold and storming. 
It costs too much for feed to turn 
them out in the cold. It uses up 
feed that they should be manufac- 
turing into milk. Turn them out in 
the day time, and if it is storming 
put them in the barn after they 
drink. You will get more milk and 
more manure to raise larger crops 
with. Feed liberally, buy the best 
bulls, and the cows will do the rest 
for you.

HOW FRED BLEWER, OWEGO, N.: 
Y., HANDLES HIS TEST COWS 





By H. E. Babcock. 





Unlike many breeders, who lay 
special stress on the preparation of 
the cow before calving, Mr. Blewer 





believes that one of the most essen- 


tial things for a successful official | 
This he states, 
must be something that the cows like | 


test is the ration. 


and ¢o not tire of. Of course, he does 
not neglect the preparation. He likes 
to have his cow dry at least two 
months before she freshens, although 
he has made some very good records 
when this has not been the case. When 
once the cow is thoroughly dry he 
gradually works her up until he 
gives her all that she will eat of the 
following ration: Equal parts of oil 
meal, wheat, bran, and hominy. This 
is fed to her three times a day with 
ensilage twice and hay at noon. With 
this ration Mr. Blewer has never ex- 
perienced any trouble with his cows 
at freshening time, and although they 
make uv large udders, has never 
milked them out. 

After the cow has freshened, Mr. 
Blewer begins to gradually change 
from the preparatory ration to his 
regular test ration. This later ra- 
tion is made up of 200 pounds of 
ground oats, 200 pounds of gluten, 
200 pounds Biles or other good brew- 
ery grain, 100 lbs. of oil meal, 100 
Its. of cotton seed, 100 Ibs. of hominy 
and 100 lbs. of bran, making a total 
of 1,000 pounds, and is fed three times 





with beets and once with ensilage. 
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While this is not Mr. Blewer’s regu- 
lar dairy ration, he states he believes 
it would be a very good one to feed 
with ensilage and mixed hay, were it 
rot for the difficulty of securing such 
variety of feeds. 


Ordinarily by the end of six days 
the cow is completely on this ration 
end is ready for the test. During the 
-eriod between the time of freshen- 
‘ng and the completion of the official 
test, she is milked four times a day 
and fed just before each milking. 
fach day she is given some exercise. 
Mr. Blewer, however, takes great care 
in this matter and is especially care- 
ul not to let his cow out where she 
wil! get in drafty places or become 
suddenly cooled. Unless the day is 
very favorable indeed, the cow re- 
‘eives her exercise in the barn. 

In the matter of milkers, Mr. 
Slewer again differs from a good 
meny breeders in that he believes a 
‘hange of milkers is beneficial. He 
tates that it is his observation made 
on over fifty cows that where the 
milkers change occasionally a better 
milk flow is secured. 

Another point about which Mr. 
Blewer is very careful, is letting the 
cow down at the completion of the 
test. He believes that more cows are 
ruined at this time than at any other 
period in official test work. He be- 
gins by gradually reducing the feed, 
continuing the four milking a day 
unti! the cow falls below fifty pounds, 
when he believes she can safely be left 
to two milkings.

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record of his premier cow, Previous 
Second Changeling and her daugh- 
ters. At two years’ twenty-eight 
days, this cow gave 360 pounds of 
milk and made 15.6 pounds of butter. 
At three years one month and seven- 
teen days, she gave 517.8 pounds of 
milk and made 23.8 pounds of butter. 
Her thirty days’ record at this same 
period was 2098.8 pounds of milk and 
94 pounds of butter. 

At four years one month and 
twelve days, she made a seven days’ 
record of 582.6 pounds of four per 
cent milk and 29.19 pounds of but- 
ter. Her thirty days’ record being 
2436.2 pounds of milk and 113.34 
pounds of butter. At five: years and 
seven days she concluded her remark- 
able performance with a seven days’ 
record of 584.8 pounds of milk and 
30.996 pounds of butter and a thirty 
days’ record of 2594.8 pounds of milk 
and 123.187 pounds of butter. 

During the;four years she was 
tested she produced four calves, three 
heifers and one bull. The first of 
these daughters to be tested was 
Princess Abbekerk No. 166854, who 
made at two years, eleven months and 
fourteen days 442.5 pounds of milk 
and 20.22 pounds of butter. At thir- 
ty days 2000.46 pounds of milk and 
82.86 pounds of butter. The best 
day’s milking being 70.1 pounds. Her 
record shows her to possess the same 
characteristics as her dam, namely, 
her ability to continue her seven 
days performance over thirty days or 
even longer, and to come back and do 
even better the next year. 

What Mr. Blewer’s care and feed- 
ing has to do with this we leave to 
the reader. We must at least admit 
that he gets results and shows that 
when rightly handled a seven days’ 
test does not ruin a cow, but gives 
2n accurate indication of her ability 
from year to year.—In Tompkins Co. 
Breeders’ Journal.

Friday, June 26, several hundred 
ceople from all parts of Wood and 
‘eighboring counties assembled at 
the beautiful home of J. C. Kieffer,

At one o’clock C. H. Imig, presi- 
dent of the association, called the 
meeting to order and introduced the 
first speaker, C. J. Schroeder of Ra- 
cine, live stock editor of the Wiszon- 
sin Agriculturist and secretary of th. 
Wisconsin Holstein-Friesian Breeders 
association.

DANISH COW BEATS THE 
AMERICAN 

Chicagoan on Way to Dairy Congress 

Talks of Foreign Superiority. 
(Special Cable to the Daily News.) 

Paris, France, June 9.—“<The aver- 
age American cow produces 150 lbs. 
of butter-fat yearly,” said J. C. Run- 
dall of Chicago to the correspondent 
of The Daily News to-day. “The av- 
erage cow in Denmark produces more 
than double that amount and there 
are cows in America as well as in 
Denmark which produce from 600 to 
1,000 pounds a year. The object of 
the International Dairy Congress at 
Berne this week, which I shall attend, 
is to exchange ideas with a view to 
increasing the produce from cows in 
all countries. 

“The attention paid to this subject 
is much greater in Europe than in 
America, where the methods are less 
intensive and scientific. Twenty years 
ago former Governor Hoard of Wis- 
consin said at a national conference 
that it cost the American people $1,- 
000,000 a day to butter their bread. 
To-day it costs more than twice that 
for butter and cream daily, as the 
Americans are getting away from 
butter and turning to cream products. 

“The consumption of ice cream is 
growing rapidly in America because 
of the recognition by doctors of its 
nutritive properties. A city the size 
of Paris would, if the ice cream con- 
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sumption were like that in Chicago, 
use $100,000 worth of cream for ice 


-cream alone every day during the 


summer months.”

Similarly, the same substance applied 
to garbage, refuse, open toilets, damp 
floors and crevices in stables, cellars 
or markets, will prevent fly eggs from 
hatching. Borax will not kill the 
adult fly nor prevent it from laying , 
eggs, but its thorough use will pre- 
vent any further breeding.

Editorials 


Sometime last year 
That Association we published an 
Loan Bureau. article by J. B. 

Bain, who is con- 
nected with the Animal Husbandry 
Department of Cornell Agricultural 
College, suggesting the establishment 
of an Association Loan Bureau, the 
plan to be established on some basis 
te be worked out, which would serve 
the needs of the borrower and be per- 
fectly safe for the Association. From 
time to time we have published let- 
ters and editorials relative to this 
suggestion. 


Not long since we wrote to a num- 
ber of members of the Association, 
askng for opinions regarding the 
feasibility of establishing such a Bu- 
reau together with reasons for the 


free 
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opinions advanced. We have received 
a number of replies, and while some 
side-stepped the question, others met 
it more or less squarely. 

We propose to publish these !etters 
appending some remarks of our own 
regarding the same. Let it be under- 
stood that the writers of the letters 
published will have the freedom of our 
columns for further discussion of the 
subject. Anybody else who would like 
to be heard on the subject is invited 
to butt in at any time. 

The first letter we will publish is 
from the Hon. W. M. Benninger of 
Benningers, Pa. It is as follows: 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

“In reply to your inquiry of the 
28th ult., in reference to the estab- 
lishment of an Association Loan Bu- 
reau will say that my experience as a 
breeder and seller of Holstein-Frie- 
sians to all sections of the country has 
convinced me that any man who has 
not ability enough to raise money to 
make a start has not ability enough 
to make a success of the business even 
if he is loaned money to start in. 

“In nine out of ten cases where I 
shipped stock on time I had trouble to 
make collections, while in the state 
of New York where a chattle mort- 
gage is legal I sold to several par- 
ies on a chattel mortgage and at the 
end of several years had to take a 
lot of skinny out of condition cattle, 
to cover my claim while the stock 
I shipped them was in first class con- 
dition. 

“In our state a Chatel Mortgage is 
not legal and I suppose it is the same 
in some other states. 

“For quite a number of years I 
have made it a rule to sell no livestock 
except for cash and in this way I get 
customers that are able to make good 
and are a credit to the breed.” 

(Signed) W. M. BENNINGER. 

It will be seen that Mr. Benninger 
takes a rather pessimistic view of the 
practice of selling cattle on a credit 
tasis and I am not sure that I should 
disagree with the position taken by 
Mr. Benninger, but we know that the 
sales of cattle would be much fewer, 
if the requirement of spot cash were 
adhered to in every deal. 

However, Mr. Benninger seems to 
have missed the point at issue entirely. 
The suggestion was not to establish a 
system of buying and selling stock 
on credit, but rather, the establish- 
ment of an Association Loan Bureau, 
by means of which the seller might 
receive cash and the purchaser might 
pay the cash for his cattle. 

I cannot believe that Mr. Bennin- 
ger wishes to be understood as discoun- 
tenancing all borrowing of capital as 
a general principle. If it is admitted 








that to borrow capital in any case is 
a legitimate business proposition, 
why make an exception of borrowing 
capital with which to buy Holstein- 
Friesian cattle? We hear no advice 
oftener to beginners in the breeding 
game than this: “Buy a good bull 
even if you have to borrow the money.” 
We know that many a man has bkor- 
rowed capital with which to buy Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle and have not on- 
ly paid off their indebtedness, but are 
today reckoned among the most ex- 
tensive breeders of the land. 

If it be admitted that to loan capi- 
tal and to borrow capital with which 
to do business is a legitimate, and of- 
ten necessary or expedient, procedure, 
how can there be anything wrong in a 
business sense, or inexpedient for an 
Association to loan its surplus funds 
to furnish additional capital to breed- 
ers of Holstein-Friesian cattle, or for 
such breeders to borrow capital from 
the Association. 

Here is a clipping from a recent 
number of a Western.. publication. 
It is entitled “Financing the Dairy 
Farmer”, and reads as follows: 

“The business men of Duluth, Min- 
nesota, have undertaken a system of 
financing the dairy farmer, which will 
encourage men, who are thoroughly 
adapted for keeping cows, to under- 
take work of that kind. 

“A committee of business men have 
canvassed the commercial clubs and 
others who are interested in the prog- 
ress of the farmer to secure a loan of 
$20,000 to be used in the purchase of 
cows, under the direction of an expert 
who will select nothing but the best 
class of stuff. These dairy cows are 
to be shipped into the county and sold 
to the farmer at cost with the freight 
added. The business men have raise] 
$5,000 which is a 25 per cent guaran- 
tee for the $20,000 loan. 

A committee is appointed to look 
into the desirability of the various 
applicants as to credits. The finan- 
cial standing, business capacity, 
adaptability for caring for cows and 
for conducting dairy work on a prac- 
tical basis are all taken into consid- 
eration. 

“The plan has worked out in other 
communities and there is no reason 
to doubt but what it will prove tre- 
mendously effective in St. Louis coun- 
ty, the county seat of which is Duluth. 
Other communities will do well to 
watch the success of the movement 
and to follow the plan, in case they 
feel such a campaign will be effective 
and increase the dairy interests in 
their communities.” 

Here then is a community that rec- 
ognizes the need of more capital 
among the dairy farmers, and who, 








though indirectly interested, yet in 
a public spirited way, are undertak- 
ing to furnish the dairy farmer the 
much needed capital. 

If a community may be benefitted 
in this way, why not an Association 
of breeders? If it is commendable 
and wise for the business men of a 
community to club together and raise 
money to loan the dairy farmer in or- 
der to help the community, why is 
it not a wise and commendable prop- 
osition for an Association to use its 
surplus funds, drawn from its mem- 
bership, to assist its breeders and 
advance the interests of the breed? 

We are not from Missouri, but 
would be glad if Mr. Benninger or 
someone else would show us why it is 
that it is a good business proposition 
for the business men of Duluth to go 
down into their own pockets to es- 
tablish a fund to assist the dairy 
farmers of that community, and not 
an equally good business proposition 
for the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America to use its surplus, under 
proper restrictions and safeguards, 
to help its members and advance the 
interests of the breed. If the busi- 
ness men of Duluth do not find the 
work of raising and superintending 
their loan fund too arduous, why 
should the Association of America 
consider it too much trouble to so su- 
pervise the loaning of its surplus to 
its members, in as much as it finds 
it. neecssary to provide a salaried of- 
ficer to supervise the loaning of it to 
Banks and Trust Companies. 

NOTES AND COMMENTS 
From The Holstein-Friesian Advanced 
Register Bulletin. 








With the opening of the fiscal year 
1914-15 the reports of official and 
semi-official tests of Holstein-Friesian 
cows appear in new form. The old 
form which was well fitted to the 
youth of advanced registration has 
been outgrown; the new form will be 
found more in accordance with pres- 
ent needs. The tabulation of the rec- 
ords will make them easier to read, 
and the addition of the name of the 
sire of each animal will add to the 
interest in the. reports by making 
them more available. The breeder 
of each cow or heifer tested has for 
some years shared with the owner 
the honor of the test; now by adding 
name of the sire anyone with the aid 
of the Blue Book may without trouble 
look up the sisters on the sire’s side. 
Under the new plan average results 
will be computed as formerly, but 
such results need no longer appear 
in detail in the Advanced Register 
Bnlletin. 
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Those who have followed the aver- 
ages reported during the last fifteen 
years have seen the average per cent 
fat in short-time tests increase from 
3.4 to 3.55 per cent; while if. we ad- 
mit that 3.3 per cent fat is the cor- 
rect yearly average for the milk of 
our cows as imported from Holland, 
there has been a like increase in the 
average per cent fat for long-time 
tests. We know that the average per 
cent fat for such tests is now 3.45 per 
cent. We are sure of our figures be- 
cause there is nothing truer than re- 
sults obtained through averages; and 
we have been reporting these aver- 
ages in these columns for many years. 
We know that for every pound of fat 
found in the milk if an average Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow there will be found 
two and one-half pounds of solids, not 
fat, and we thus now that average 
Ho!stein-Freisian milk shows a trifle 
above twelve per cent of total solids. 
Will the increase in per cent fat con- 
tinue? I think it will, but slowly; 
and I expect the long-time test within 
a few years to show an average ex- 
ceeding 3.5 per cent fat. 

* * * 

North Carolina has joined the 
ranks of the states testing Holstein- 
Friesian cows. Mr. J. S. Carr of 
Durham being the first breeder in 
that State to enter cows in the Ad- 
vanced Register. Mr. Carr has en- 
tered three heifers and is continuing 
them in semi-official test. 

* * * 

Elliston Pietertje 2d No. 109603 has 
just gained a place in the thousand- 
pound butter cow list. She is owned 
by Mr. A. A. Knapp of Preble, New 
York, and produced 884.61 lbs. fat 
from 25,631.6 lbs. milk. When any 
cow produces nearly thirteen tons of 
milk in one year, she is surely going 
some. The average per cent fat was 
3.64. She is the 24th cow to obtain 
a place in the thousand-pound list.
